Eight witnesses were heard at the 
eou ncilmanic inv estigation of the Ma­ 
sonic block fire of Su nd ay morning, 
Ju ly 20 last night. 
Mu ch testimony 
of importance bearing on 
the 
fire 
was brou ght ou t. 
The inq u iry 
was 
postponed u ntil the regu lar cou ncil 
meeting nex t Tu esd ay ev ening when 
two more witnesses will be heard . 
The inv estigation was tame compar­ 
ed to the beginning Mond ay night, and 
in ad d ition it was shorter. 
The ses­ 
sion closed shortly after ten o’clock, 
when Frank Su lliv an, the 
night- 
watchman who d iscov ered the 
fire, 
and Henry Joy ce, the engineer at the 
w ater works d u ring the fire, cou ld 
not appear. They will be heard nex t 
Tu esd ay night and 
othe^ witnesses 
may be recalled . 
Sam You ng, who liv es back of the 
Masonic block in Perkins street, tes­ 
tified that he was one of the first to 
arriv e at the fire. 
He said the blaze 
was in the back end of the store and 
was not more than eighteen 
inches 
high. He d eclared that the 
fire cou ld 
hav e been pu t ou t with a good fire 
presu re. 
Samu el H. Trabu e, Sr., who liv es 
a t the corner of Perkins street and 
the alley which ru ns by the Masonic 
block, testified that he went to the 
fire d irectly after the first alarm. He 
peered in at the back d oor. 
He said 
the fire was on the floor and that it 
was not v ery high. 
His impression 
was that the fire cou ld hav e been ex ­ 
tingu ished . 
Clair Maple, fireman at the plant 
the night of the fire 
and 
recently 
promoted to engineer, testified that 
the fire pu mps 
had 
been 
repaired 
since the fire, ind icating they 
were 
not in repair at the time of the blaze. 
It was attempted to prov e that the 
riv er pu mp pu mping w ater for the 
boilers had giv en trou ble ev er since 
it was installed . 
Dr. Parsons d rew 
from Maple the ad mission 
that 
all 
pu mps cau se trou ble 
and 
that 
all 
machinery gets ou t of 
repair 
and 
shou ld be attend ed to promptly and 
regu larly . 
Henry Gregg testified that he re­ 
paired the fire pu mps Su nd ay , Au ­ 
gu st 3, two weeks after the fire. 
He 
said the sou th pu mp 
was 
in 
bad 
shape. 
He d eclared from a fou rth 
to a third of the w ater lifted from 
the reserv oir by the pu mp leaked ou t 
and into the sewer and was lost. He 
said the north pu mp was ru nning that 
Su nd ay , bu t was in bad repair. 
Mr. Gregg said the so uth pump 
co uldn’t run when he arriv ed at the' 
plant that Sunday because the lubri­ 
cato r was 
bro ken 
o ff. 
With 
the 
pumps in the co nditio n described, he 
declared it wo uld be impo ssible to get 
up a fire pressure because as pres­ 
sure increased, lo ss wo uld increase. 
Richard Beale, 
engineer 
at 
the 
plant, who was ro used fro m bed last 
night to be a witness at the inquiry , 
co nfirmed Mr. Gregg’s testimo ny . He 
said the fire 
pumps 
were 
leaking 
badly befo re the repairs were made 
by Mr. Gregg. 
He said 
they were 


leaking pretty bad ly the night of the 
fire. 
He went off d u ty at the plant 
two hou rs before the fire alarm was 
sou nd ed . 
Mr. Beale d eclared it was possible 
to get fire pressu re with 7 1,2 feet of 
water in the reserv oir, which was the 
amou nt when he went off d u ty two 
hou rs before the fire. 
He said the 
ru les was to tu rn on fire pressu re* the 
instant a fire alarm came in. 
He d e­ 
clared that if he had been on d u ty 
the time of the fire, he wou ld hav e 
tu rned on the fire pressu re when the 
second alarm came in, regard less of 
ord ers, becau se he wou ld hav e real­ 
ized the fire was seriou s. 
R. C. Hargrov e testified he opened 
the d oor to the 
Masonic 
temple 
abou t the time 
the 
second 
alarm 
came in, bu t that the smoke was so 
thick that he cou ld not enter. 
The testimony of R. P. Hav ens, 
who helped with the fire engine the 
night of the fire, d ev eloped the fact 
that the small fire engine had been 
ou t of commission since the flood . It 
d ev eloped , also, that a still hu nt had 
to be mad e for coal to fire the engine, 
becau se there was not 
enou gh 
at 
hand , and that blacksmith’s coal was 
first u sed withou t any effect. He said 
the lack of steam was d u e to the lack 
of coal.

T he rainfall brok e all re c ­ 
ord s for Indianap olis, the w e a the r bu ­ 
re a u gau ge show ing tha t in one hou r 
2.68 inches of rain had fallen. 
T he 
p reviou s record for rainfall in one 
hou r w as 2.17 inches, Au g. 2, 189 9 . 
F ire s w ere sta rte d in m any p a rts of 
the c ity by the lightning. 
T he rain 
Tell in su ch torre nts tha t storm se w e rj 
c ou ld not c a rry the w a te r aw ay and 
"the cellars in m any hom ee and in m any 
p laces of b u siness w ere flooded, dam ­ 
a ging stored goods of gre a t valu e. 
W ire s w ere dow n in several sections. 
L a s t evening a large d istric t on the 
.north side w as w ithou t lights. 
W ashington stre e t w as lik e a creek . 
'T he w a te r extended e ntire ly over the 
-cu rbings. 
All of the sew ers w ere fu ll 
of w a te r and the torre nt ru shing along 
throu gh the p ip es stru c k the sid e of 
the m anholes w ith su ch force tha t the 
w a te r w as throw n u p w ard and shot 
ou t of the holes in the lids several feet 
Into the air.

Getting to "Pay Dirt.” 


The cou ncilmanic inv estigation of 
the Masonic block tire of Ju ly 20 
stru ck “pay dirt” last night. If was 
brou ght ou t that the fire pu mps hav e 
been leaking badly for some time and 
that they were repaired ju st two 
weeks after the fire. The opinion of 
the witnesses asked the qu estion was 
that the sou th 
pu mp was 
leaking 
from a fou rth to a third of the water 
lifted and that the north pu mp was 
doing little better. 
Fu rthermore, we find that Richard 
Beale, engineer at the 
plant, who 
went off du ty two hou rs before the 
fire alarm came in, testified that the 
fire pu mps were leaking badly the 
night of the fire. 
Henry Gregg tes­ 
tified he did not believ e the fire pres­ 
su re cou ld be raised with the pu mps 
in the condition they were wken he 
made repairs. 
Mr. Beale 
was not 
asked that qu estion. 
Mr. Beale said that, had he been 
the engineer at the plant du ring the 
fire, when the second alarm came in. 
he wou ld hav e tu rned on the fire pres­ 
su re regardless of the arrangement 
for Stewart-Beale to remain in read­ 
iness to operate the fire engine in 
case of emergency , becau se he wou ld 
hav e reasoned that the fire was ser­ 
iou s and that little headway was be­ 
ing made. 
Here’s a man w ho wou ld sprinkle a 
little common sense with orders. The 
second alarm wou ld indicate that the 
fire was seriou s. 
If the firemen had 
the blaze u nder control with the fire 
engine, it wou ld be 
dedu cted 
that 
there wou ld he no occasion for a sec­ 
ond alarm. Bu t when a second alarm 
came in, the opposite 
thing wou ld 
hav e been the dedu ction.. 
We find that the orders were v ery 
u nsatisfactory and u ncertain. At no 
time is there testimony to show that 
Arnold Orme, chairman of the water 
and light committee, stated positiv ely 
to any one that Stewart Beale wou ld 
be placed at the engine hou se to op­ 
erate the engine and that the engine 
wou ld be u sed first instead of the 
pressu re from the plant. 
Didn't I say to y ou to notify Mr. 
Beale to stay with the engine and 1 
wou ld notify his brother, Dick, to 
take his place in case of fire, take 
ou t the engine for the watter su pply 
was short,” asked Mr. Orme. 
“I don’t remember y ou sa3ring the 
water su pply was short,” replied Mr. 
Moffett, acting fire chief. 
Ev en if Mr. Orme did say the wa­ 
ter su pply was short, he did not giv e 
the positiv e order, according to his 
own declaration, to u se the engine 
first. 
^ 
It has been 
contended in 
some 
qu arters that it wou ld hav e been im­ 
possible to get fire 
pressu re that 
morning with the 
stand of 
water 
there was in the reserv oir, and this 
was one method u sed to shift the re­ 
sponsibility . Mr. Beale testified pos­ 
itiv ely last night fire pressu re cou ld 
be raised and maintained with 74 
feet of water in the 
reserv oir, the 
amou nt which was 
there when 
he 
went on dnty Satnrday at midnight, 
prov iding the pu mps were in prime. 
He said the pu mps 
were in 
prime 
when he left the plant Satu rday at 
midnight, althou gh, he had some dif­ 
ficu lty in priming them in tj^e after­ 
noon, with only fiv e foet of whter in 
the reserv oir. 
y 
. 
So this qu estioti is settled. 
With 
the 7 4 feet of water it was possible 
to raise and maintain a decent fire 
pressu re, of the pu mps were in prime, 
and they were in 
prime at twelv e 
o’clock, two hou rs before the alarm 
came in. They shou ld hav e been kept 
in prime, becau se there was no water 
lost from tBe reserv oir. Instead, the 
records show that du ring the twelv e 
hou rs in which the fire took 
place, 


the water increased in the reserv oir 
from 74 to ten feet. 
Bu t 
Last 
night 
Richard 
Beale testified the pu mps were leak­ 
ing badly the night of the fire. Hen­ 
ry Gregg testified they were in bad 
repair two weeks after the fire. Mr. 
Beale said he was able to get only 
twenty -fiv e pou nd pressu re the Sat­ 
u rday afternoon before the fire of 
Su nday when an alarm came in af­ 
ter Ed 
Kelley 's 
blacksmith shop 
cau ght fire, before the signal that the 
fire was ou t was sou nded. Ordinari­ 
ly , he testified, it was possible to get 
fire pressu re into the mains in two 
or three minu tes. 
So the leaking pu mps probably had 
something to do with 
the resu lts. 
Henry Gregg said he did not see how’ 
fire pressu re 
cou ld be 
maintained 
with the pu mps in the condition they 
were in. 
Well, it nev er was. 
The whole affair and 
the 
whole 
test’mony tends to h;*rk hack to the 
neglect that has been practiced 
at 
the plant. 
The fire pu mps were in 
disrepair and the riv er pu mp was ou t 
of repair so that city water was u sed 
in the boilers, liming the 
pipes u p 
and cau sing the 
plant 
to be shu t 
down. 
It wTas brou ght ou t last night from 
the testimony of Chu r Maple that 
some trou ble had been ex perienced 
with the riv er pu mp. 
Dr. Parsons 
asked if all pu mps w ou ld not get ou t 
of repairs if they were not watched 
carefu lly and the answer was in the 
affirmativ e. 
It was also dev eloped 
that all machinery mu st be carefu lly 
tended to else it will soon fall into 
disrepair. 
The belief that the new 
su perintendent is not competent to 
manage the plant seerris to be born 
ou t by the testimony . 
The leaks in the mains in 
West 
Third street were a fair 
ex ample. 
Mr. Brown testified the leaks 
were 
repaired as soon as discov ered and 
in the nex t breath admitted that he 
had prev iou sly testified the leaks had 
been going on all winter, hu t refu s­ 
ed to admit there was 
any reason 
why they were not repaired sooner. 
They were not repaired u ntil some 
time after attention had been called 
to them in the Repu blican. 
In the 
m eantii^ people were 
calling 
for 
moiu water and the 
su perintendent 
had asked* for an inspector to inspect 
the water connections when he knew 
tlier* was a great 
waste in 
Third 
strelt.

You may state whether y ou 
hav e been there since the fire? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
You may state what was y ou r 
bu siness there, if *ny ? 
A. 
I was called 
there by Mr. 
Brown to assist in getting the water 
in the boiler feed pu mp. 
Q. 
How long after the fire? 
A. 
The fire was Ju ly 20 and this 
wras abou t the 3d of Au gu st. 
Q. 
What was the condition of the 
pu mps? 
A. 
Badly lined u p in the check 
v alv es. 
Q. 
Both of them? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
Did y ou remov e the v alv es? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
Did y ou hav e mu ch trou ble in 
getting them ou t? 
A. 
Yes sir, they were v ery hard 
to get ou t. 
Q. 
What kind of tools did y ou 
u se? 
A. 
Crowbar two feet long and 
another tool made ou t of an old file. 
Q. 
How did y ou work those in? 
A. 
Drov e them in u nder the edge 
of the v alv e. 
Q. 
After y ou got them olit, did 
y ou clean them? 
A. 
Yes sir, filed them off. 
Q. 
Were both pu mps down at 
the same time?

Yes sir.

Did y ou ex amine 
any other 
part of the machinery in the boiler 
room ?

Took down some piping of the 
west boiler and ‘ex amined it.

What did y ou find? 
A. 
Au tomatic v alv e was stu ck.

Was it open or closed? 
A. 
It appeared to be wide open. 
Q. 
So 
the 
water 
cou ld 
go 
throu gh? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
When was y ou r nex t v isit? 
A. 
Monday following this abou t 
elev en o’clock. 
Q. 
Who Called y ou then? 
A. 
I was not called then. 
I was 
called to come back on Su nday . 
Q. 
What was y ou r object? 
A. 
To pack the fire pu mps. 
Q. 
The fire pu mps are the pu mps 
that pu mp 
water in the mains? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
Two of them? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
What was the condition of the 
one to the sou th? 
A. 
Pretty bad 
condition. 
The 
lu bricator 
was 
broken off on the 
steam end and the packing was worn 
ou t on the water 
end, and it was 
leaking badly . 
Q. 
Did y ou st*irt it u pid 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
Did it leak at each stroke? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
Where did the water go that 
leaked ou t ? 
A. 
Into the sewer near by . 
Q. 
Abou t howr mu ch of that wa­ 
ter do y ou think 
escaped into the 
sewer?

Any where from one fou rth to 
one-third.

You may state the condition 
of the pu mp on the north?

It was in operation and was 
leaking badly .

With those pu mps in that con­ 
dition, wou ld it be difficu lt to get u p 
fire pressu re? 
A. 
I wou ld think so. 
They were 
carry ing twenty pou nds of pressu re. 
Q. 
Twenty pou nds is pretty weak 
isn’t it ? 
A. 
Yes, bu t when I was working 
there that was all they were carry ­ 


ing- 
Q. 
Who employ ed y ou to do that 
work ? 
A. 
Mr. Brown. 
Q. 
Any one else present? 
A. 
I think Mr. Orme and I don’t 
know whether Alv a Newhou se was 
there or not, 1 cou ld not say . 
Q. 
Are those 
pu mps in 
pretty 
good working order now? 
A. 
Yes sir, they are in fine trim 
now. 
Q. 
If there was plenty of steam 
y ou wou ld hav e no trou ble iu fighting 
a fire? 
A. 
No dou bt abou t it. 
Q. 
What was that date that y ou 
repaired the pu mps? 
A. The 3d, 4th or 5th of Au gu st. 
Q. These pu mps mu st hav e been 
in bad condition at the time of the 
fire? 
A. They appeared to be bu t I 
cou ld not say as to that.

Q. Did Frank Brown send y ou 
word on Su nday after the lights were 
ou t on Satu rday to help him with the 
steam pipe ? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Q. 
Was that the first day y ou 
worked ? 
A. Yes sir. 
Q. 
Who worked on the pu mps? 
A. 
Mr. Long, Mr. Deeters, Rich­ 
ard Beale, Mr. Brown 
and the fire­ 
man, I do not know his name. 
Q. 
Those pu mps were fix ed on 
Su nday and those changes made in 
the feed water pu mps on Su nday ? 
A.Yes sir, we commenced on Su n­ 
day afternoon. 
Q. 
You were not at the plankton 
Su nday before that ? 
A. 
No sir. 
Mr. Brown called by 
phone abou t elev en o’clock. 
Qu estions by Mr. Moore. 
Q. 
Did y ou 
work on 
the riv er 
pu mps ?

No sir, I nev er 
saw 
fhose 
pu mps.

Q. Do y ou think that v alv e cou ld 
hav e been left open and the water 
seeped ou t withou t any body tou ching 
it?

If the v alv e was open and the 
pu mp shu t down, the water wou ld 
hav e leaked ou t.

Q. What time was the water shu t 
off?

The water was shu t off at ten 
o’clock, the pu mp shu t down and the 
v alv e closed. 
Q. How mu ch water did y ou hav e 
at that time? 
A. Abou t eight ane one-half or 
nine feet of waten then. 
Qu estions by Mr. Newhou se. 
Q. 
Abou t what time in the morn­ 
ing did y ou say y ou noticed the water- 
getting low? 
A. Abou t tw o o’clook or some­ 
where along in there.

I had nothing to do with the 
fire pressu re. 
Q. You are fireman, I believ e? 
A. Yes sir, I was that night. 
Q. You had no instru ction not to 
tu rn 
more pressu re? 
A. 
N o sir. 
Q. 
Do y ou know 
why the fire 
pressu re was not pu t on? 
A. 
The arrangement 
had 
been 
made to leav e Stewart here at the 
engine hou se and in case of fire he 
was to take ou t the engine. 
Q. 
Did y ou u nderstand that the 
fire pressu re was not to be pu t on? 
A. That was the u nderstanding. 
Q. That was y ou r instru ction? 
A. 
Yes sir. 
Stewart Beale said 
he wou ld not be there that night and 
I helped him get the engine ready . 
Q. 
Who was the engineer? 
A. Henry Joy ce. 
Q. 
He took Stewart’s ru n that 
night? 
A. Yes sir. 
Q. 
You spoke 
something 
abou t 
the v alv e sticking in the au tomatic 
feed line? 
A. 
The au tomatic v alv e 
of 
the 
heater sometimes sticks and I su p­ 
posed that may be the trou ble. 
Q. Did that v alv e stick that night 
of the fire? 
A. No sir, that w’asn’t the trou ble. 
Q. Did y ou hav e some trou ble the 
night of the fire at the plant? 
A. No sir, 
Q. 
Do y ou know what the steam 
pressu re showed at the gau ge when 


the bell rang? 
A. 
Abou t 120 pou nds in the boil-

Q. How many boilers were in op­ 
eration? 
A. Two. 
Q. 
Was the feed 
water 
pu mps 
both in commission at that time? 
A. 
Only one pu mp was in com­ 
mission that pu mped the water in the 
boilers. The other cou ld hav e work­ 
ed better. They claimed it was limed 
u p. 
Q. 
Which one of the pu mps was 
it? 
A. The small pu mp. 
. Q. 
When the v alv es wou ld stick 
how wou ld y ou get them loose? 
A. 
Shu t the pu mp down and take 
them ont. It was pretty hard to get 
them ou t, when they are limed u p 
and stick together. 
Q. Did y ou u se any tools? 
A. 
Yes, we had a screw driv er 
and took them ou t and tu rned them 
ov er. 
Q. What cau ses them to stick? 
A. 
The lime and dirt from the 
water. 
The lime fills in tightly and 
pu lls them down. 
Q. How often do y ou clean them? 
A. 
Sometimes pretty often and 
then not so often. It depends on the 
shape the water is in. 
Q. 
How soon did y ou fix the one 
ou t of commission? 
A. 
Two or three day s after that. 
Q. 
Do y ou know whether or not 
at the time of the fire or shortly af-t 
terwards, any of the feed water 
tu bes or pipes that led the water to 
the boilers were stopped u p? 
A. 
No sir, the su pply pipe 
was 
stopped u p a little bu t not v ery bad. 
It was choked pretty bad too, with 
lime and dirt. 
Q. 
Ho wmu ch was the calliber of 
the pipe redu ced by the lime? 
A. 
Cou ple of inches. 
Q. What size pipe was it ? 
A. Fou r inches. 
Q. 
How long wou ld it take pipes 
of that kind to become stopped u p 
thorou ghly ?

Q. Has that pipe been clesffed? 
A. Yes sir, the pipe Afrasnias bad 
as the bottom of the pu mp.

man Henry D. Clayton of Alabama 
who is expected to arrive in Washing 
ton today bearing credentials from 
Governor O'Neal of Alabama as sena­ 
tor ad interim, will not be permitted 
to take the oath of office. 
The indica­ 
tions are that if the question is put to 
a vote in the senate to test the valid­ 
ity of the appointment of Judge Clay­ 
ton by Governor O'Neal, that the gov­ 
ernor’s action will be held invalid by 
an overwhelming majority. 
When the 
credentials are submitted in the sen­ 
ate, if they are submitted, a motion 
will be made to refer them to the sen­ 
ate committee on privileges and elec­ 
tions, instead of following the usua 
course and placing them “on file.” Un­ 
der such circumstance^ Mr. Clayton 
would not be permitted to take the 
oath, so that the receipt and reference 
of the credentials will probably be the 
only proceedings in the case today. It 
was pointed out that Mr. Clayton has 
not resigned as a member of the house 
and he is quoted in dispatches from 
Alabama as saying that he would not 
resign until he was sworn in as sena­ 
tor. This statement was received with 
surprise by senators, who pointed out 
that Mr. Clayton could not be sworn 
in as senator until after he had re­ 
signed from the house, even if his cre­ 
dentials were not open to attack for 
other reasons.

— At the time 
house Democrats -were engaged in a 
wordy battle in caucus over the pro­ 
posed amendments to the administra­ 
tion banking bill authorizing the issu­ 
ing of currency on corn, wheat and 
cotton, 
President 
Wilson 
issued 
a 
statement declaring that he favored 
the creation of a system of agricultur­ 
al credits. 
However, he admonished 
his party colleagues not to attempt to 
put such legislation into the pending 
banking measure. 
The president’s statement was de­ 
signed to put a check on the movement 
that appears to be growing among 
Democrats to amend the banking bill 
so as to provide that warehouse cer­ 
tificates issued aeainst wheat, corn 
and cotton and other agricultural sta­ 
ples shall be accorded the same privi­ 
lege of rediscount as what is known a s 
prime commercial paper. 
It became 
apparent in caucus that the supporters 
of “corn tassel” currency were making 
progress, and the president was so ad­ 
vised. 
Accordingly he gave assur­ 
ances that at the proper time he would 
support a bill providing for a system 
of rural credits. 
Notice was given of 
the president’s statement in caucus, 
but it did not have the effect on “radi­ 
cals” that was expected. 
Representa­ 
tive Henry of Texas, who is leading 
the movement for ‘‘agricultural curren­ 
cy,” added that the fight for this prin­ 
ciple would be continued, and it is 
known that his immediate lieutenants 
are in harmony with him. 
It is ex­ 
pected. however, that many Democrats 
who were disposed to favor “agricul­ 
tural currency’” will fall in with the 
president's wishes, support the pend­ 
ing bill and then look to the adminis­ 
tration to submit a plan next winter 
under w hich a special system of bank­ 
ing will be created for the benefit of 
the farmers of the country. 
Mr. Hen­ 
ry. who is leading the fight against the 
administration bill, predicts that the 
caucus will not conclude its work un­ 
til about Aug. 22, instead of the latter 
part of this week.

But every 
one, including her own parents 
be­ 
lieved Lola Norris was an innocent girl 
until she had been betrayed by Cam- 
inetti under promise of marriage. Yet 
Marsha Warrington admitted that both 
she and her chum had taken frequent 
trips to neighboring towns with Diggs 
and Caminettl and had illicit relations 
with them. 
She told of champagne suppers with 
Diggs in his office of state architect in 
the capitol building. 
She also related 
the details of visits with Diggs, Cam- 
inetti and Miss Norris to San Francis­ 
co and Stockton, w here the men regis­ 
tered under assumed names, with the 
girls registered as their wives. 
She 
said she and Lola knew that the men 
were married, but they believed from 
what was told them that they were 
living apart from their wives-. Though 
Judge VanFleet allowed this line of 
questioning that drew out the story of 
the former relations of the quartet, he 
declared that he wfould instruct the 
jury that the relations of the quartet 
previous to the Reno elopement had 
absolutely no bearing on the first four 
counts of the indictment.
